Under these 
circumstances, they say, an economic 

isis is inevitable ; and it is, therefore, 

sable for the Government and the 
people to discourage - the industrial fever 
and diminish the demand for capital. This, 
Mr ‘Taketomi said, was an entirely 
érroncous opinion. Industrial enterprises 
cropped up as & natural consequence of 
the working of the laws of supply .and 
demand and were not to be resisted by 
human power(!) The Government ought 
not to make the wttempt either. It is the 
duty ‘of the Government to encourspe 
enterpriso. For years he had-taken great 
pains to ascertain tho total capital of the 
Empire‘ and ho had reached the conclu- 
sion that the total capital cannot be less 
than 6,000,000,000 yen; in liberal 
estimate he would put the amount. ab 
8,000,009,000 yen. Supposing 10 par 
cent, profit to he yielded per annum on 
this capital of 6,000,000,000 yen, there was 
a profit of 600,000,000° yen, If half the 
amount of that profit is added to the eapital, 
in ten years that capital will have increased 
by 3,000,000,000 yen: There would then 
be a surplus of 300,000,000 yen over tho

THE-FAST ATLANTIC ROUTE. 


In Mr Sanford Fleniny’s aecond article 
apon ‘Our Atlantic Steamship Service,’ 
now issued in pamphlet form, he continues 
hia indictment against the St. Lawrence 
route as dangerous to speedy navigation. 
Sptaking of his first article he saya: ‘Na. 
turally, the conclusion formed by me, that 
the St. Lawrence route generally is un- 
suitable for rapid steaming, was not recciy- 
ed with satisfaction. I fully share in the 
disappointment experienced, and gladly 
welcome a suggestion which if carried into 
effect would give to the St. Lawrence an 
ever-inereasing proportion of the Kurepean 
passenger business. This suggestion ia 
to combine summer voyages through tho 
placid waters of the guifand rivor, with o 
short passngo across the ocean, This object 
may be accomplished in two wnys ; in both 
it is proposed to uso only the southern 
entrance to the gulf. ‘The tirat proposal is 
to run fust steamuhips between due pec aud 
Liverpod!, and with the view of expediting 
the mails and accommodating passengers 
from the Maritime provinces and Eastern 
statea, to make Sydney a port of call. “The 
steamships to run at full spced hetween 
Sydnoy ind Liverpool. Between Quebee 
and Sydney the specd to be reduced as 
circumstances may reqvire. The second 
propornl is to divide the voyage into two 
distinct. paris, one extending ‘over the 
oceun proper from Sydney to the most 
eligible port in Great Britain, the other: 
eobracing the river. and gulf; on the 
furmor, fast  steamshiyis, constructed 
specially. for carrying only passengers 
and mails to bo employed, ‘on the Jatter, 
steamers of loss speed than the oecan 
steamships, snd suitable for the naviga- 
tion of the gulf und river, to be pleat 
on the route. Tho rew which fol- 
low will refer chiefly to the second pro- 
posal, ..as on_examination it will be found 
on economic grounds to be entitled to the 
preference. With the view of making the 
proposal clear, T may explain that Sydney 
is on # well-shellered inlet of the open 
Auantic, directly outside the southern 


between | Quebve C) 
the Cabot Straits. ‘Tho geographical 
position of Sydney ix in other 
respects important. It is the extreme 
castor terminus of the Intercolonial Rail- 
way, and with the exception of the channel 
about a mile wide; known as the Gut of 
“{Causo (now crosscl by o steam railway 
ferry), Sydney is in unbroken railway con- 
nection with Halifax, St, John,. Quebec, 
Montreal, Toronto and Vancouver, The 
fact that Sydncy is eigitt hundred and sixty 
nuutical miles nearer Liverpool than New 


than to and from New York. 

‘The suggestion to follow the St. Law- 
rence from Sydney to Quebee docs not in- 
yolve the necessity of running abany unsafe 
speed in the Gulf or river St. Lawrence, 
‘As the mails can be conveyed to and from 
Sydney by railway much faster than by 
water, pagsengers only would go by the 
river and Gulf, and there would be no pre- 
sure from the post ofice departinent to 
accolerate the movement of the river 
steamers, The one object of the captain in 
command would he the safety and comfort- 
of his passengers, 

Theso steamers'meeting at Sydney, would 
during the summer months const jtute a 
passenger line of the highest class between 
Quebec and Liverpool. At the end of the 
season the river boats would be laid up and 
the cevan steamships would extend their 
voyages to Halifax. On the opening of 
navigation in cach now “scason and the 
disappearance of iee on thé route to Sydney, 
tho fast steamyhips would he withdrawn 

]from the Halifax route and placed on the 
Sydney route, In tho first part of tho 
summer it would be expedicut for them to 
follow a southern course across “the banks 
of Nowfoundland, as the New York ships 
do, in order to keep at a safe distance from 
icebergs and obviate all chance of delay. 

In making a comparison between routes 
it is necessary to bour in mind that the re- 
ported passages from New York to Liver- 

‘| pool are misleading. ‘Tha passage is reck- 
ened from Santy Hook Lightship to 
Daunt's Rock, The former is outside New 

York harbor, and if tide and weather be 

favourable it msy be reached from New 

York in two hours, but under unfavourable 

conditions it may take twelve hours or 
more. On the other side of the Atlantio 

“Daunt’s Rock” is two hundred and twon- 

ty-cight miles from the bar at the entrance 
of Liverpool harbor, These facts go to 
show that it is impossible to accopt the 
time given in the press reports as the actual 
time required to make tho passage from 
land to land.

THE CHARTERED BANK OF 
INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND CHINA. 


The forty-third ordinary general meoting 
of tho Ghartered Bank of India, Australia, 
and China was held at the Cunnon-street 
Hotel on 21st April, Mr John Howard 
Gowyther presiding. 

Jn moving tho adopion of tho report, the 
Chairman ssid many of his friends had 
charged him with undue pessimism in tho 
remarks which he had mado at tha half- 
yoarly meeting in October last, and he was 
afraid that they would be inelined to repeat 
that assertion, because bo could nut ex- 
press optimistic views when» war was 
raging in’ the Levant, a fuaine and 
pestilehco in Asia, and hostile tariffs in 
Americg, The Japanese had tecently declar- 
ed fora gold standard, and that action would 
certainly not tend "to cnhance the value 


change in China would render it very 
difficult for Lancashire to export increas- 
ingly and profitably to that country.
